WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s top fiscal spokes­ 
men are ready to argue that, 
painful as it is to raise income 
taxes, it would be more painful 
to let inflation cut everyone’s 
purchasing 
power. 


Johnson’s call for * curcharge 
of 10 per cent on the income tax 
owed by individuals and corpo­ 
rations stalls its series of tests 
in a Congress whose member 
range from grimly resigned to 
hostile to the proposal.

He climbed into a neigh­ 
bor’s water well on a cleaning 
project, then faced 24 hours of 
deathly terror. 


Tons of roek and eauth col­ 
lapsed on the youth 14 feet un­ 
derground Friday evening and 
it took some 40 rescue workers 
using shovels, bare hands and 
earth moving equipment until 
Saturday evening to pull him 
free. 


“I thought I wai a goner for 
sure,” recalled Boyce from his 
hospital bed here, whore he was 
reported in good condition today 
after two night« of good sleep.

First KlUed By Bears 


The two girls were the first 
people reported killed by bears 
since the park opened in 1910, 
although several have been in­ 
jured. 


Neilson said Glen Cole, Park 
Service biologist from Yellow­ 
stone National Park, had been 
summoned to try to figure out 
why the bears attacked. 


Park rangers armed with ri­ 
fles combed the Granite Park 
Chalet area where Miss Helge­ 
son was attacked and the Trout 
Lake area 20 miles west where 
Miss Koons was killed. All trails 
in the area were closed to cam­ 
pers and hikers. 


Ducat, who was recovering in 
a Kalispell hospital, told rang­ 
ers that the bear attacked Miss 
Helgeson first, then pounced on 
him in his sleeping bag nearby. 
He said he escaped and the bear 
went back to Miss Helgeson. 


Ducat staggered bleeding and 
in shock to a nearby campsite 
and other campers helped him 
to a chalet a quarter mile away. 


Gov. George Romney’s final 
push for the 1968 Republican 
presidential 
nomination a 
ap­ 
peared to be underway today 
following a weekend meeting 
with his three major supporters 
in the party’s moderate wing. 


And the governor disclosed he 
will embark Sept. 9 on a three- 
week European trip in which 
he said he hopes to visit Russia. 
The trip may be extended to 
include stops in the Middle 
East. 


The weekend was billed as 
time of rest and relaxation and 
Romney and his guests, New 
York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
Rhode Island Gov. John Chafee, 
and former Pennsylvania Gov. 
William Scranton, left Sunday 
still insisting there had been 
little serious political discussion. 


But at a news conference Sat­ 
urday, the three for the first 
time together emphatically en­ 
dorsed Romney, and declared 
that they 
“shared deeply a 
sense of dedication” to work for 
his nomination. 


There also appeared a new 
tone to Romney news confer­ 
ences, a tone that indicated to 
some there is no longer any 
question that Romney will seek 
the nomination, although he. has 
yet to formally announce his 
candidacy. 


Announcement Ducked 


None of the dozen or so news­ 
men who trailed the governors 
to this island resort, which can 
be reached only 
by 
plane or 
boat, in daylight hours, asked 
the 
governor when or if he 
would announce. 


It’s a question that Romney 
has routinely turned aside at 
every nows conference since the 
59-year-old 
governor 
won 
p. 
landslide re-election victoiy last 
November and stepped into the 
role of a frontrunner for the 
nomination. 


The questions and answers 
seemed to take for granted 


nomination. 


“Already the three of us share 
deeply a sense of dedication to 
help Gov. Romney win the nomi­ 
nation,” Rockefeller said as he 
sat with the other three on the 
sunlit veranda of the governor’s 
mansion overlooking the broad 
Straits of Mackinac. 


Scranton Off Fence 


The youthful, dark-haired Cha­ 
fee has heartily endorsed Rom­ 
ney in the past as has Rocke­ 
feller, but Scranton, who left of­ 
fice in January after the four- 
year term that Pennsylvania 
governors arc limited to, has 
been pretty much of a fence- 
sitter. 


Scranton made an attempt to 
wrest the 1964 nomination from 
Barry Goldwater but got no pub* 
lie support from Romney, who 
was widely criticized at the time 
for his aloofness. 


Scranton beamed his approv­ 
al, however, of Rockefeller’s 
statement as did Ohafee. 


Rockfeller was asked about 
the possibility of his trying for 
spot on a Romney ticket as vice 
presidential candidate. 


“That’s not my responsibili­ 
ty,” he said. “That's George’s.” 


Romney interjected, “It’s a 
little premature 
to think of 
that," his only apparent indica­ 
tion that he could change his 
mind about running. 


How To Run 


But Roniney added, in a state­ 
ment thnt clearly shewed his 
thinking has advanced from tha 
whether-to-run stage to how-to- 
run stage, “We are obviously 
go ng to need tremendous talent 
ar.d leadership. The Republican 
party has that. Jus! look at the 
abundance of Republican gover­ 
n or.

A labor mediator and the two 
top teachers’ unions expressed 
concern today that as many a>s 
80 Michigan school districts still 
have 
not 
signed 
agreements 
with teachers and may force 
schools to stay closed in Sep­ 
tember. 


“I’m 
fearful,” 
said 
Philip 
Weiss, a member of the Mich­ 
igan Labor 
Mediation 
Boaid 
(MLMB). “I’m very much con­ 
cerned.” 


The Michigan Federation of 
Teachers (MFT), AFL-CIO. and 
the Michigan Education Associ­ 
ation <MEA), both listed many 
of the districts as critical in 
collective 
bargaining 
negotia­ 
tions with school boards. 


In many districts, teachers 
have vowed not to return to 
work unless they have a con­ 
tract. 


Escanaba On List 


Detroit, with 11,000 teachers 
and 298,000 students, 
is 
the 
largest district affected. 
But 
several other large districts, in- ] 
eluding Bay City, Saginaw, Ben­ 
ton Harbor and Escanaba are 
included on the list. 


The Detroit Federation of 
Teachers, an arm of the MFT, 
won’t resume bargaining until 
Aug. 28, a week before school 
starts. A contract ratification 
meeting is set for Sept. 5. 


Failure to ratify the contract 
means “schools will not open,” 
said 
Edward Simpkins, DFT 
vice president. 


Weiss said the major problem 
in most districts is money. He 
said 25 to 30 millage elections 
this month would have an im­ 
portant effect on some con­ 
tracts. 


Gov. George Romney, who 
met with educators Aug. 1, said 
it would be “naive and unwise” 
to look to Lansing for more 
money. 


Weiss said 19 mediators are 
working on teacher negotiations 
at present and about 30 dis­ 
tricts have asked for fact find­ 
ing from mediators. 


Boards Take Hard Line 


Last year was the first under 
a new Michigan law authorizing 
teachers to select a collective 
bargaining agent. Teacher bar­ 
gainers point out, however, that 
school boards have taken a hard 
line approach to contract de­ 
mands this year. 


Teachers contend that refus­ 
ing to work without a contract 
is within the law. 


State law prohibits strikes by 
public employes, but does not 
specify penalties for such viola­ 
tions. 


Other outstate districts con­ 
sidered in the crisis category 
include Marshall. Grand Blanc, 
Swartz Creek, Petoskey, Cadil­ 
lac, Traverse City and Menom­ 
inee. 


Bombings Near

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Us And Rats 


Some congressmen ridiculed the Johnson Admin­ 
istration’s $40 million rat control bill in defeatinR it 
Jn tlie first round and it has been used by some foes 
of the War on Poverty as an example of another gov­ 
ernment boondog^jrle. Tmajrine, 
$40 million dollars to 
kill a buncli of rats! they say. 


Conjrressmen who favored the use of federal funds 
to kill rats in bijr city slums were imoressed that some 
cities aren’t doinpf much to get rid of the rodents. 
Oddly. Detroit has done one of the best jobs of Ameri­ 
can hijr cities in rat control. 


Rat infestation of ghettos has been one of the 
points of anger in the Negro protests, but Detroit major 
efforts to control this menace didn’t stay the riot lijriit- 
ninp:. T^st year Deti*oit spent $385,000 for rat control 
and, of course, its $18 million annual expenditure for 
garbasre collection is aimed at rat control 


Detroit requires “rat walls” in its building code 
and even in its recent fire bombing in the noting its 
rat exterminators were able to contain the rats burned 
but of their nests in the Negro districts and they dou­ 
bled their containment and extermination efforts after 
the riots. 


Rats are one of man's oldest enemies and rate as 
his No. 1 animal foe. Tlie female rat can breed at four 
months and usually piYjduces four litters of 6 or more 
a year. Females have dropped litters of as many as 22 
as often as once a month. One pair of rats can have 
millions of descendants in a couple years and we’d be 
up to our necks in rats, to paraphrase a soiled old saloon 
story about alligators, if it weren’t that men are con­ 
stantly killing them. 


We don’t do a good job of it because, while we 
hire exterminators w’ho do them in by the thousands, 
the public doesn’t know much about rats and it helps 
them survive and increase. Health specialists say that 
rats could be exterminated in six months if people would 
keep the covers on their garbage cans and construction 
workers feed so many rats with discarded lunch scraps 
that it’s said that rats always move into a new build­ 
ing before the people do.

Rats will eat almost anything and that should make 
them easy to poison or trap, but it isn’t. 'They suspect 
anything new. Feed for dogs, cats, birds and squin'els 
In the back yard is a smorgasbord for rats. So are dishes 
in the sink. Rats have regular runs and are aware of 
any changes and so they avoid traps. 


Rats cause a natural revulsion in humans and yet 
humans are strongly tolerant of them w’hen it is con­ 
sidered that they could be exterminated, that tliey 
don’t do any good that anyone knows about, and that 
they do an enormous amount of damage and are great 
enemies of humaa tiealth.

The rat Is not only the symbol of the ghetto’s des­ 
pair and the biter of its babies, it has a population esti­ 
mated 
at about 100 million — about half as many 
rats as people — and it does U. S. damage estimated 
at about $1 
billion a year. Rats cause a world 
loss of stored grains that would feed 200 million people. 
They not only eat a lot of food intended for humans, 
they also spoil a great deal with their droppings. 


Tliey bring the filth of sewers and garbage cans 
fnto kitchens and caiTy the germs of epidemic jaundice, 
tularemia, severe food poisoning and t\T)hoid fever, the 
rabies virus and the parasites of tricliinosis. Their bites 
are commonplace in big city slums and bitten babies 
often develop rat-bite fever or other infections. New 
York City averages 600 rat bite cases a year and the 
national count is estimated at 50,000 or more. Tliere are 
tome in the Upper Peninsula. 


Rais are being eliminated by sanitary landfill man­ 
agement of dumps in Marquette. Tshpeniing-Xegaunee 
and Escanaba and at Iron Mountain and several com­ 
munities have landfill operations in process of organi­ 
sation. Some of tlie cities have taken suburban town­ 
ships into their plans so the benefits are expanded. 


Bulldozers compact and cover Die dump material 
to destroy harlx>rage of rats and leave tlie dump cov­ 
ered with 6 inches of .sand niglitly to end access to food. 
The method is more economical t)ian incinerators and 
not subject ti> their air pollution problems. 


The I’. P. Iiasn’t achieved a good standai'd of di.s- 
posal of solid wastes yet, say State Health Department 
workers, but gains are being made. When dump rats in- 
c)-ease in numbers and can’t find food with the coming 
of fall and winter tliey migrate as much as 5 miles into 
the cities to ?pt f(Mxl and tliere they’re apt to find gar­ 
bage cans without tif/ht covers and homes wliieh they 
can enter and find hiding places in basement and attic.

Temperatures in the Newber- 
r>’ area ai e comparable lo those 
in <me of the commercial cran­ 
berry bog areas of Wisconsin, 
Davis says. In mid-May this 
year, the tempeiature at the 
Wisconsin bog was 16 degrees 
above zero. On several late-May 
nights it dropped belou' freezing. 


Soil in the Upper Peninsula 
compares with that of Wiscon­ 
sin bogs in its high degree of 
acidity. 


Davis says that with good con­ 
ditions it is possible to pixxiuce 
100 barrels 1100 pounds p«* bar­ 
rel) per acre. The price per 
pound last year w'as about 15 
cente—providing a gioss income 
l>er acre of $1,500. 


Plantlnr Costly 


Planting a cranberry bog Is 
expensive, however. 


"One ton of vines per acre 
are needed to plant a bog,” 
says Davis. ‘‘The cost of vines 
depends on the variety, b u t 
ranges from $150 to $1,000 a 
ton.” 


Vines must be mowed and 
spread on a peat bog. A "track- 


This Is Best 
Time To Build 
Lawn In State 


Aug. 15 to Sept. 1 are con­ 
sidered the best times for es­ 
tablishing a lawn in Michigan, 
notes Dr. James Beard, Mich­ 
igan State University turfgrass 
researcher. 


He gives these tips for doing 
the job right: 


First, be sure all debris is ! 
cleared away and that the site | 
offers good drainage. 


Work into the topsoil 10 to 
15 pounds of a balanced lawn 
fertilizer per 1,000 square feet.

be cranberry growers 
might 
have a problem finding water in 
Michigan that is acid enough for 
flooding and for si^inkler irriga­ 
tion for frost protection. 


A cranberry crop is harvested 
from late September through 
October, using either a vine 
stri{^)er <»* a vine beater. Opti­ 
mum conditions call for harvest­ 
ing in 8 to 18 inches of water. 


As the berries are stripped or 
beaten off the vines they float 
to the top of the water and are 
removed in metal tubs for 
trip to the processing plant. 


Some 50 pei* cent ci the ber­ 
ries end up lais sauce and 32 per 
cent as juice. The remainder 
are sold as fresh fruit.
